2-Year Truce

WASHINGTON (UPP - Con­ 
gress 
today 
tackled 
President 
Kennedy’s proposal to block a na­ 
tionwide railroad strike July 30 
with members divided over the 
m erits of his plan. 


Dccmoratic leaders lined up be­ 
hind the proposal to let the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission im­ 
pose binding rail work rules for 
two years and Senate COP Lead­ 
er Everett M. Dirksen, 111., backed 
it with some qualifications. 


But other lawmakers, including 
Sen. 
Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz., 
attacked the m easure as thinly 
disguised compulsory arbitration 
and rail unions indicated they 
would fight its passage. 


Moving swiftly on the proposed 
legislation, the Senate Commerce 
Committee scheduled hearings for 
2 p.m., EDT, today with Labor 
Secretary Willard Wirtz as the 
leadoff witness. 


Hearings Start Wednesday 


Chairman Oren Harris, D-Ark., 
said the House Commerce Com­ 
m ittee would open its hearings on 
the emergency bill Wednesday. 
The Senate is due to act on the 
bill ahead of the House. 


Spokesmen for the nation’s rail­ 
roads indicated they might not 
place strike-triggering work rule 
changes into effect Monday mid­ 
night if Congress is about to en­ 
act a law disposing of the four- 
ycar-old dispute. But the deadline 
still stood as consideration of the 
President’s proposals began. 


Kennedy asked for a law to 
empower the 11-member ICC to 
approve, veto or modify new work 
rules demanded by the railroads 
over 
union 
protest. 
Union 
de 
manded by the railroads over un­ 
ion protest. Union demands also 
could be submitted to the ICC for 
sim ilar action. 


Unions would be barred from 
striking over these issues or over 
ICC-imposed rules during a two- 
year period. Any labor-manage- 
ment agreements on the rules 
would nullify the ICC’s action. 


120 Days to Act 


The measure would require the 
ICC to act within 120 days if pos­ 
sible on the two m ajor issues 
dispute—use of 
firemen 
on 
diesel freight and yard locomo­ 
tives and the makeup of train 
crews. 


Other issues, chiefly the rail­ 
road proposal for lowering wage 
rates in an overhaul of the pay 
system, could be taken to the ICC 
for settlement after expiration of 
60-day period set aside for re-

MOSCOW (UPI)—The United 
States, Russia and Britain today 
ended historic talks that diplo­ 
m atic sources said sealed final 
agreement to end East-West nu­ 
clear tests in space, in the atm os­ 
phere and underwater. 


The m ajor nuclear powers were 
expected to initial the agreem ent 
tomorrow, 
just as East Euro­ 
pean Communist leaders convene 
for a summit conference designed 
to close Red ranks against Com­ 
munist China. 


The East-West talks that diplo­ 
m atic sources said might prove 
to be one of the m ajor disarm a­ 
ment breakthroughs in the post 
war period ended at 9:30 a.m ., 
EDT. The negotiators plunged im­ 
mediately into additional discus­ 
sions on other topics that could 
thaw' the cold war. 


Presidential trouble-shooter W. 
Averell 
Harriman, 
Britain's 
Science Minister Lord Hailsham 
and Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko dismissed their ad­ 
visers and discussed “other m at­ 
ters of mutual interest.” 


Although Harriman and Hail­ 
sham came to Moscow with au­ 
thority only to work out agree­ 
ment on a nuclear test ban, the 
informal discussions which fol­ 
lowed 
their 
formal 
bargaining 
could lead to talks settling addi­ 
tional issues. 


Wants Risk Eliminated 


President Kennedy was report­ 
ed to have asked Harriman to 
sound out the Soviets on Prem ier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev’s 
propos a I 
that East and West exchange 
observers who would report from 
strategic areas to cut the risk of 
surprise attack. 


Gromyko also was expected to 
sound out privately the private 
views of the two key Western Al­ 
lies

talks that could lead to a full 
treaty of non-aggrension between 
the 
Western 
Alliance and 
the 
Communist Warsaw Pact nations. 


Diplomatic sources said t h e
